NAVAL NOTES

In 1776 there were only two ranks 
of officers in our navy, they were 
captain and lieutenant. 
Their p?»y 
w’as: Captain of vessels over 20 toas, 
$60 per m onth; captain of vessels 
carrying between 10 and 20 guns 
$48 per month. 
Officers below the 
rank of captain received from $8.34 
to $30 per month. 
Seaman, $8.00 
per. 
Compared with the navy of 
today with its hiany advantages and 
its present rate of pay, which makes 
it possible for the newest recruit to 
be making more in one enlistment 
than a captain received in those 
days, seems to make one realize that 
the country has progressed and out- 
grow’n old ideas and customs. 


It is possible to load a ship of the | 
navy with fuel oil, steam to another I 
port and have more oil remaining 
in the bunkers than when it left 
the previous port, and without re­ 
fueling.
